A terrible warning to Calgary was con-

| A town like our own, just founded with 
every promise ond expectation of suceess, 


it the rising hopes and fortunes of its citi- 
zens, The curt sentences of the despatch 
j seem to pile horror apno horror on the 
description, and yet must fail to convey the 
real horrors of that short hour of summer 
night on the spot of Pacific coast on which 
three days ago stobd the neworseapt of 
Vancouver.
